A r e s ol ut ion has been introduced 
iu the city council of Minneapolis 
directing the heads of all departments 
in every instance to hire full citizens 
of the United States and none other, 
whether it be in office work, building 
of sewers or roads, or laying of water 
mains. In case there are not enough 
citizens to fill the places then the 
aliens can be called in. There are thou­ 
sands of residents who never take out 
their second papers and this is done 
with a view to make them do it 


It is charged 
by the calamity 
screechers of the J ournal stamp that 
that there are 31,000 millionaires in 
this country as a result of the repub­ 
lican robber tariff. It is now shown 
by the New York Tribune, that there 
are not 4,000 all told, and that of those 
2.700 made their fortunes in business 
not at all affected by the tariff, while 
the fortunes of the other 1,300 were 
made in part through business which 
is aided by the tariff, and many of 
them partly by other kinds of busi­ 
ness. The list which the New York 
Tribune has with great care prepared, 
will soon be published, to the great 
discomfeiture, we imagine, of these 
calamityites. 


Over in Fergus Falls the school 
board has agreed not to let the public 
know what wages it pays teachers, 
and the J ournal of that city says: 
The decision of the school board 
not to let the public know whst wages 
it pays teachers will hardly hold wa­ 
ter. If the city council should de­ 
cide not to let the public know what 
it paid the different city officials it 
wonld raise a howl and justly so. It 
may be a difficult matter to sdjust the 
teachers’ salaries so that the teachers 
are satisfied, but whatever is paid is 
the public’s business, and the way to 
let the public know is through the 
newspapers. 


T he J ournal of this city says that 
the McKinley law has increased the 
tariff, and asks somebody to give an 
honest reason for the increase. 
The 
only honest answer to give is, that the 
assertion itself is false. Except on a 
few articles, the McKinly law makes 
a reduction on everything. 
The 
democratic way of ‘ffiggerin,” by per 
cent, make an apparent increase, it is 
true, but this is made possible only by 
the fact that very many commodites 
were taken off the dutiable list and 
placed on the free list, and those 
naturally of tbe lowest rate of duty. 
The resultant average is, of course, 
necessarily greater, and yet the duty 
on the articles remaining on the duti­ 
able list is actually reduced. But this 
per cent argument was exploded loDg 
ago, and the J ournal knows it.

TO HAVE FUN W ITH HIM.

OME years ago at 
a well known re­ 
sort in tbe moun­ 
tains of Pennsyl­ 
vania I 
got ac­ 
quainted

H is good nature was charm­ 
ing, aud he had frequent flashes of wit and 
humor that ap[>eared strange In one so 
seem ingly open to the sport of every one.

fishing for a few days, back twenty miles 
in the wilderness, and we induced Uptou 
to join.

choir boys take their stand in two ranks 
a t 
five facing each other before the altar. 
They are drensed like pages of the Seven­ 
teenth century with jacket* of red and 
w hite in stripes, white knee breeches, 
stockings and satin shoes; in their hands 
they hold white hats, broad brimmed and 
high crowned, with drooping plumee of 
red and white feathers. 
“ After ‘Tantum Ergo’ has been sung, to 
the accompaniment of a full orchestra, the 
boys begin a hymn in Spani&h to a bright 
and charming air. 
Wrhen thi* is ended 
they genuflect, put their bats on their 
head*, and begin their dam e, still singing 
to the accompaniment of the orchestra. 
Tbe dance is slow and stately, like the old 
minuet, with a pause between each step; 
the boys wind in and oat, form various 
figures, and en<Vwith a pirouette. 
At the 
completion of tbe hymn the orchestra con­ 
tinues the air, and tbe boys accompany it 
with castanets, still dancing. 
The cere­ 
mony is then repeated, with another hymn 
and different music, and the whole per­ 
formance last* twenty miDutee. 
“ At it*conclusion ‘Tantum Ergo’ 
b*again 
sung, while every one kneels. 
Tbe arch­ 
bishop gives his benediction and departs 
with his attendants, the people crowding 
around, as be goes down the church, to kiss 
hi* episcopal ring. 
A former pope xcnt s 
commission to inquire into this ceremony, 
unknown except at the cathedral of Se­ 
ville, and there only practiced at the car­ 
nival, the festival of tbe Conception in 
December, and that of Corpus Christ! 
in 
tbe summer. 
The 
papal 
commis­ 
sioner, however, reported that the whole 
thing was decently and reverently per­ 
formed, and that the covering of the 
bead 
wa* simply the ancient Spanish 
custom; and so the supreme authority 
of the church could only give it* ap­ 
proval to a harmie** and charming cere­ 
mony, which perhaps form* a useful coun­ 
terattraction to the masked balls and oth­ 
er spectacles of the streets and theaters. 
"The origin of tbe dancing is not attested 
by auy documentary evidence, but is be­ 
lieved to date from the conquest of Seville 
by St. Ferdinand from the Moors. 
It is a 
survival, iu fact, of the aut<j* sacramén­ 
tale*, or miracle plays, accompanied by 
music and dancing, in honor of the sacra­ 
ment, which are chiefly known to European 
readers outside Spain through the compo­ 
sitions of Calderon. 
Not ouly 
Lots, but 
also women used to « lance before tbe ho*t, 
until this part of tbe ceremony was sup­ 
pressed by authority. The music employed 
at tbe church dances in Seville is the prop­ 
erty of the chapter, and strangers are not, 
as a rule, allowed to see the scores. 
It is 
rumored that, in deference to modern sen­ 
timent, the dance* w ill be discontinued be­ 
fore long, but if this is to be the case, many 
w ill certainly regret tbe disappearanee of 
one more picturesque scene and one more 
survival of m edieval life.”

Had he planted 300 walnuts on an ad­ 
joining acre of ground, his heirs, when he 
died, would have been $ 130,000 better off. 
Today they would be $ 300,000 better off. 
Had he planted ten acres they would be 
worth at least $ 2,000,000. 
Had he planted 
100 acres, and all the tree* bad reached an 
average size of three feet in diameter, and 
there is no reason why they shouldn’t, as 
the land is fertile and impregnated with 
lime, his heirs, and there are only three 
living, would 1*» worth altogether $ 200,- 
000,000. 
If, like old J ohnny Appleseed, 
who planted thousands of apple trees in 
the northwest, be had planted all the worn 
out fields in Tennessee In walnuts it would 
be the richest state in tbe Union uy far. 
This is certainly very ingenious figuring.

boats and putting up bouses. 
The fisher­ 
men are sanguine that they can earn a bet­ 
ter living off the coast of Africa than they 
have done along the shores of France.

Two young men have come to the front 
in the municipal elections by being chosen 
mayors of Oxford and Hamden, O. They 
are each twenty-four years old. Otto E.

Aa A ttem pt tm Bb Made to Caaaa Ila 
Discontinuance. 
A crusade hasbeen inaugurated in Spain 
to wipe out the last vestige of the Spanish 
carnival. 
The movement has revealed a 
queer custom which is observed in the 
Seville cathedral. 
The ceremony as de­ 
scribed by The Andalucia, of Seville, is 
very unique. 
During the carnival the 
choir boys dance before the host every 
evening at 5 o’clock. After the regular 
ceremonies of vespers in the presence of 
the archbishop and the canons "ten little 
choir boys take their stand in two ranks of 
five facing each other before the altar. 
They are dressed like pages of the Seven­ 
teenth century with jackets of red and 
w hite in stripes, white knee breeches, 
stockings and satin shoes; in their bands 
they bold white hats, broad brimmed and 
high crowned, with drooping plumes of 
red and white feathers. 
"After ‘Tantara Ergo’ has been sung, to 
the accompaniment of a full orchestra, the 
boys begin a hymn in Spanish to a bright 
and charming air. W hen this is ended 
they genuflect, put their hats on their 
heads, and begin their dance, still singing 
to the accompaniment of the orchestra. 
The dance is slow and stately, like tile old 
minuet, with a pause between each step; 
the boys wind in and out, form various 
figures, and enc^ with a pirouette. A t the 
completion of the hymn the orchestra con­ 
tinues the air, aud the boys accompany it 
with castanets, still dancing. 
The cere­ 
mony is then repeated, with another hymn 
and different music, and the whole per­ 
formance lasts tw enty minutes. 
“A t its conclusion ‘Tantuni Ergo’ is again 
sung, while every one kneels. 
The arch­ 
bishop gives his benediction and departs 
with his attendants, the people crowding 
around, as be goes down the church, to kiss 
his episcopal ring. 
A former [tope sent a 
commission to inquire into this ceremony, 
unknown except at the cathedral of Se­ 
ville, and there only practiced at the car­ 
nival, the festival of the Conception in 
December, and that of Corpus Christi 
in the summer. 
The 
papal 
commis­ 
sioner, however, reported that the whole 
thing was decently and reverently per­ 
formed, and that the covering of the 
head 
was simply the ancient Spanish 
custom; and so the supreme authority 
of the church could only give its ap­ 
proval to a harmless and charming cere­ 
mony, which perhaps forms a useful coun­ 
terattraction to the masked balls and oth­ 
er spectacles of the streets and theaters. 
"The origin of the dancing is not attested 
by any documentary evidence, but is be­ 
lieved to date from the conquest of Seville 
by St. Ferdinand from the Moors. 
It is a 
survival, in fact, of the autos sacramen- 
tales, or miracle plays, accompanied by 
music and dancing, in honor of the sacra­ 
ment, which are cliiefly known to European 
readers outride Spain through the cornpo- 
sitioua of Calderon. Not only boys, but 
also women used to dance before the host, 
until this part of the ceremony was sup­ 
pressed by authority. The music employed 
at the church dances in Seville is the prop­ 
erty of the chapter, and strangers are not, 
as a rule, allowed to see the scores. 
It is 
rumored that, in deference to modern sen­ 
timent, the dances w ill be discontinued be­ 
fore long, but if this is to be the case, many 
w ill certainly regret the disapjK-arance of 
one more picturesque scene and one more 
survival of mediaeval life.”

He died ten years ago, 
yet he lived to see four walnut tree.-; grow to 
a measure of four feet in diameter, worth, 
if cut and properly seasoned, at least $400 
each. Had he planted 300 walnuts on an ad­ 
joining acre of ground, his heirs, when he 
died, would have been $120,000 better off, 
Today they would be $200,000 better off, 
Had he planted ten acres they would be 
worth at least $2,000,000. Had he planted 
IOO acres, and all the trees had reached an 
average size of three feet in diameter, and 
there is no reason why they shouldn’t, as 
the land is fertile and impregnated with 
lime, his heirs, and there are only three 
living, would be worth altogether $200,- 
000,000. 
If, like cid Johnny Appleseed, 
who planted thousands of apple trees in 
the northwest, he had planted all the worq 
out fields in Tennessee in walnuts it would 
be the richest state in the Union by far. 
This is certainly very ingenious figuring.

One of the most wonderful buildings 
of antiquity was 
Trajan’s floating 
palace. It was a wooden structure of 
two, or some

in Italy and towed from place to place, 
as occasion required, by rowboats. It 
was a model pleasure house, having 
gardens and courts; covered porticoes 
and towers and pleasure boats plying 
from it to the shore, while the occu­ 
pants of the place amused themselves 
fishing from its windows.

Greeks m ust certain ly hav e mad e their 
| cities an d man y of their streets ex­ 
ceed in g han d some, but their earlier 
town s an d ev en Athen s were too 
much crowd ed , an d so much d id they 
fear jobbery amon g the sharp-eyed 
busin ess men of the city th a t they 
d ared n ot trust an yon e with mon ey 
to rebuild the place. In Con stan ti­ 
n ople Zen o ord ered all houses to lie 
j 12 feet ap art all the way up, an d the 
projection s which caused the houses 
to n early meet abov e were d isallowed . 
This was an effort, after a lon g in ter­ 
v al of n eglect.

The abov e stran ge letters 
are fac-simile of the origin al in the 
ston e from a tissue paper impression . 
Hon . J. H. Hun gate will forward the 
tablet to the .Smithson ian In stitution 
at Washin gton , where the other two 
tablets were sen t by him sev eral 
m on ths ago. The other two tablets, 
which were foun d in v irgin soil, un d er 
the root of an old tree, con tain ed the 
followin g letterin g: On on e was “Jun 
II, 1712, I puts Hop in Ockobock 
hop in tis will Id 17.” -On the other 
ston e tablet was 
this in scription ; 
“ Tmti in 8 0.”

QUEER HISTORIC TABLETS. 


An Interesting D iscovery Chroni­ 
cled From an Illinois Farm, 
W hat is believed to be a m ost im­ 
p o rta n t and valuable historical dis­ 
covery was m ade on a farm three 
miles northw est of L a H arpe, says a 
L a H arpe, IU., special to the St. Louis 
Globe-Democrat, 
and 
interest 
is 
added to the find from the fact th a t 
som e tim e in October la st tw o h u n t­ 
ers had discovered a t the sam e spot 
tw o sand tab lets bearing strange In­ 
scriptions. The recent find is th a t of 
a sandstone tab let bearing a num ber 
of letters hewn in the stone. The 
lettering is in R om an capitals nearly 
an inch in length. The letters are as 
follows: 
“June l l , 171, Nious sont Captive 
*Pa * Le Indins E st su # Se * Alb * Hie 
Cf Pinon defniefmots bon P a * univer 
L f col.” 
S tars indicate the position of a 
curious character th a t cannot 
be 
transm itted, b u t which resembles an 
inverted 7 or a capital L. The dagger 
Indicates 
a figure sim ilar to 
the 
capital E, although the middle cross 
is wanting. The above strange letters 
are fac-simile of the original in the 
stone from a tissue paper im pression. 
Hon. J. H. II ungate will forw ard the 
tablet to the Sm ithsonian In stitu tio n 
a t W ashington, where the other two 
tablets were sent by him several 
m onths ago. The other tw o tablets, 
which were found in virgin soil, under 
the ro o t of an old tree, contained the 
following lettering: On one was “Jun 
l l , 1712, I pu ts H op in Ockobock 
hop in tis will Id 17.” .On the other 
stone ta b le t was 
this inscription: 
“T m ti in 80.” 
The theory advanced a t the time 
was th a t the stone tablets were en­ 
graved by one or m ore of L a Saile or 
T o n ti’s followers who had revolted 
from their com m ander a t F o rt Creve 
Coeur, near where Peoria now is, in 
1687. 
m eant for T onti. 
Mr. H ungate has 
secured th e affidavits of men who 
m ade the 
discovery 
touching the 
genuineness of the find, and will give 
the authorities 
a t 
W ashington a 
chance to unravel the strange letter­ 
ing. 


Royal Superstitions 
“T he L ittle Red M an of the Tuiler- 
ies” was to the house of Bourbon 
w hat the “W hite L ady of Berlin” is 
to the H ouse of H ohenzollern, a fore­ 
boder of any great disaster. Accord­ 
ing to the accepted legend,, after the 
Tuileries was built by Catherine de 
Medical, she had no eooner taken up 
her abode in the new palace th a n she 
hastily left it, never to return, declar­ 
ing th a t the spectre of a little red m an 
had appeared to her, fortelling her 
death. She did in fact die n o t long 
afterw ard, and the spectre was next 
seen on the night of May 14, 1610, a 
few hours before the assasination of 
H enry IV. by the fanatic R avallac. 
It appeared to Louis XVI. when 
the la tte r was a child, and foretold 
the civil wars of the Fronde, and was 
seen 
in th e 
King’s bedroom after 
Louis XVI. had left the palace for 
Varrennes, where he was apprehended 
and whence he was brought back, and 
it was again seen in the palace just 
before the King's execution. Accord­ 
ing to trad itio n , the specter appeared 
repeatedly during the W inter before 
N apoleon’s R ussian campaign, and 
was seen also before Leipsic and again 
before W aterloo. 
Arter the R estoration the little m an 
appeared to foretell the assassination 
ox the Duke de Berri, and walked into 
the death room af Louis X V III, a few 
hours betoro the King breathed his 
last. Rum or says th a t he was seen 
just before Sedan, and repeatedly d u r­ 
ing the siege and the w ar of the Com­ 
mune, m aking his last appearance on 
the night the Tuileries was burned to 
the ground by the P aris m ob.—From 
the Globe-Dem ocrat.

lican robber tariff. It is now shown 
by the New York Tribune, that there 
are not 4,000 all told, and that of those 
2,700 made their fortunes in business 
not at all affected by the tariff, while 
the fortunes of the other 1,300 were 
made in part through business which 
is aided by the tariff, and many of 
them partly by other kinds of busi­ 
ness. The list which the New York 
Tribune has with great care prepared, 
will soon be published, to the great 
discomfeiture, we imagine, of these 
calamity it es. 


O v er in Fergus Falls the school 
board has agreed not to let the public 
know what wages it pays teachers, 
and the Journal of that city says: 
The decision of the school board 
not i* let the public know what wages 
it pays teachers will hardly hold wa­ 
ter. If the city council should de­ 
cide not to let the public know what 
it paid the different city officials it 
would raise a howl and justly so. It 
may be a difficult matter to adjust the 
teachers’ salaries so that the teachers 
are satisfied, but whatever is paid is 
the public’s business, and the way to 
let the public know is through the 
newspapers. 


T h e Journal of this city says that 
the McKinley law has increased the 
tariff, and asks somebody to give an 
honest reason for the increase. 
The 
only honest answer to give is, that the 
assertion itself is false. Except on a 
few articles, the McKinly law makes 
a reduction 
on everything. 
The 
democratic way of “figgerin,” by per 
cent, make an apparent increase, it is 
true, bat this is made possible only by 
the fact that very many commodites 
were taken off the dutiable list and 
placed on the free list, and those 
naturally of tLe lowest rate of duty. 
The resultant average is, of course, 
necessarily greater, and yet the duty 
on the articles remaining on the duti­ 
able list is actually reduced. But this 
per cent argument was exploded loDg 
ago, and the Journal knows it.

A crusade has been inaugurated in Spain 
to wipe out the last vestige of the Spanish 
carnivaL 
The movem ent has revealed a 
queer custom which is observed in the 
beville cathedral. 
The ceremony as de­ 
scribed by The Andalucia, of Seville, is 
very unique. 
During the carnival the 
choir hoys dance before the host every 
evening at 5 o’clock. 
After the regular 
ceremonies of vespers in the presence of 
the archbishop and the canons “ten little 
choir boys take their stand in two ranks of 
five facing each other before the altar. 
They are dressed like pages of the Seven­ 
teenth century with jackets of red and 
w hite in stripes, white knee breeches, 
stockings and satin shoes; in their hands 
they hold white bats, broad brimmed and 
high crowned, with drooping plum es of 
red aud white feathers. 
“A fter ‘Tantum Ergo’ has been sung, to 
the accompaniment of a full orchestra, the 
boys begin a hymn in Spanish to a bright 
and charming air. 
When this is ended 
they genuflect, put their hats on their 
heads, and begin their dance, still singing 
to the accompaniment of the orchestra. 
The dance is slow and stately, like the old 
minuet, with a pause between each step; 
the boys wind in and out, form various 
figures, and end w ith a pirouette. 
A t the 
completion of the hymn the orchestra con­ 
tinues the air, aud the boys accompany it 
with castanets, still dancing. 
The cere­ 
mony is then repeated, w ith another hymn 
and different music, and the whole per­ 
formance lasts tw enty minutes. 
“A t its conclusion ‘Tantum Ergo’ is again 
sung, w hile every one kneels. 
The arch­ 
bishop gives his benediction and departs 
w ith his attendants, the people crowding 
around, as be goes down the church, to kiss 
his episcopal ring. 
A former pope sent a 
commission to inquire into this ceremony, 
unknown except at the cathedral of Se­ 
ville, and there only practiced at the car­ 
nival, the festival of the Conception in 
December, and that of Corpus Christi 
in 
the summer. 
The 
papal 
commis­ 
sioner, however, reported that the whole 
thing was decently and reverently per­ 
formed, aud that the covering of the 
head 
was simply the ancient Spanish 
custom; and so the supreme authority 
of the church could only give its ap­ 
proval to a harmless and charming cere­ 
mony, which perhaps forms a useful coun­ 
terattraction to the masked halls and oth­ 
er spectacles of the streets and theaters. 
“The origin of the dancing is not attested 
by any documentary evidence, but is be­ 
lieved to date from the conquest of Seville 
by St. Ferdinand from the Moors. 
It is a 
survival, in fact, of the autos sacramen- 
tales, or miracle plays, accompanied by 
m usic and dancing, in honor of the sacra­ 
ment, which are chiefly known to European 
readers outside Spain through the cornpo- 
f-itious of Calderon. 
Not only boys, but 
aLso women used to dance before the host, 
until this part of the ceremony was sup­ 
pressed by authority. The music employed 
at the church dances in Seville is the prop­ 
erty of the chapter, and strangers are not, 
as a rule, allowed to see the scores. 
It is 
rumored that, in deference to modern sen­ 
tim ent, the dances w ill be discontinued be­ 
fore long, but if this is to be the case, many 
w ill certainly regret the disapjKarance of 
one more picturesque scene and one more 
survival of mediaeval life.”

But the laws are of no value unless a 
strong and vigilant executive attends 
to them. Constantinople became so 
i bad th a t its destruction by fire was 
scarcely deemed a misfortune. 
How infected by their own crowding 
the Romans must have been when the 
houses were ordered to be a t least five 
feet a p a rt and not more than nine 
stories 
high! Augustus 
said 
they 
should not exceed 70 feet in height, 
and Trajan made the limit 00. The 
laborious proofs th a t sewer air is un­ 
wholesome have taken commissions 
and boards of health many years of 
hard labor in our time, l^it the whole 
is as clearly recognized in “Justinian’s 
Digest,” in quotation from Ulpian,

QUEER HI9TOR1C TABLETS. 


An Interesting D iscovery Chroni­ 
cled From an Illinois Farm, 
W hat is believed to be a most im­ 
portant and valuable historical dis­ 
covery was made on a farm three 
miles northwest of La Harpe, says a 
La Harpe, 111., special to the St. Louis 
Globe- Democrat, 
and 
interest 
is 
added to the find from the fact th a t 
some time in October last two hunt­ 
ers had discovered a t the same spot 
two sand tablets bearing strange in­ 
scriptions. The recent find is th a t of 
a sandstone tablet bearing a number 
of letters hewn in the stone. The 
lettering is in Roman capitals nearly 
an inch in length. The letters are as 
follows: 
“June 11, 171, Niotts sont Captive 
*Pa * Le Indins Est su * Se * Alb * Ule 
Of llmon defniefmots bon P a * uaiver 
Lf col.” 
Stars indicate the position of a 
curious character th a t cannot 
be 
transmitted, but Avhich resembles an 
inverted 7 or a capital L. The dagger 
indicates 
a figure similar to 
the 
capital E, although the middle cross 
is wanting. The above strange letters 
are fac-simile of the original in the 
stone from a tissue paper impression. 
Hon. J. H. Hungate will forward the 
tablet to the Smithsonian Institution 
a t Washington, where the other two 
tablets were sent by him several 
months ago. The other two tablets, 
Avhich Avere found in virgin soil, under 
the root of an old tree, contained the 
following lettering: On one was “Jun 
11, 1712, I puts Hop in Ockobock 
hop in tis will Id 17.” -On the other 
stone tablet was 
this inscription: 
“Tm ti in 8 0 .” 
The theory advanced a t the time 
was th a t the stone tablets were en­ 
graved by one or more of La Saile or 
Tonti’s followers who had revolted 
from their commander a t F o rt Creve 
Cocur, near Avhere Peoria now is, in 
1687. Jt was thought th a t Tm ti was 
meant for Tonti. Mr. Hungate has 
secured the affidavits of men who 
made the 
discovery 
touching the 
genuineness of the find, and will give 
the authorities 
a t 
Washington a 
chance to unravel the strange letter­ 
ing. 


A p p r e c i a ti o n . 
The Rev. Doctor Cuyler was seventy 
years old a few days ago, and received 
gratifying tokens of regard from many 
friends.

Royal Superstitions 
“The Little Red Man of the Tuiler- 
ies” was to the house of Bourbon 
what the “White Lady of Berlin” is 
to the House of Hohenzollern, a fore- 
boder ot any great disaster. Accord­ 
ing to the accepted legend, after the 
Tuileries Avas built by Catherine de 
Medical, she had no sooner taken up 
her abode in the new palace than she 
hastily left it, never to return, declar­ 
ing th a t the spectre of a little red man 
had appeared to her, fortelling her 
death. She did in fact die not long 
afterward, and the spectre was next 
seen on the night of May 14, 1610, a 
few hours before the assasination of 
Henry IV. by the fanatic Ravallac. 
It appeared to Louis XVI. when 
the latter Avas a child, and foretold 
the civil wars of the Fronde, and Avas 
seen 
in the 
King’s bedroom after 
I-*ouis XVI. had left the palace for 
Varrennes, where he was apprehended 
and whence he was brought back, and 
it was again seen in the palace just 
before the King's execution. Accord­ 
ing to tradition, the specter appeared 
repeatedly during the Winter before 
Napoieon’s Russian campaign, and 
w’as seen also before laeipsic and again 
before Waterloo. 
After the Restoration the little man 
appeared to foretell the assassination 
of the Duke de I?erri, and tvalked into 
the death room al' Louis XVIII. a few 
hours before the King breathed his 
last. Rumor says th a t he Avas seen 
just before Sedan, and repeatedly dur­ 
ing the siege and the war of the Com­ 
mune, making his last appearance on 
the night the Tuileries was burned to 
the ground by the Paris mob.—From 
the Globe-Democrat.
